He Meant Weli 


..While they slept, death crept into a 
peaceful home and snatched the lives 
or a family of six: father, mother, and 
four small children. Tragedy struck the 
home, some twelve miles out of Victor- 
ville, California, some time during the 
second week end of March, the bodies 
being found the following Tuesday by 
inquiring neighbors when they failed to 
see signs of lite about the small ranch. 
The tightly closed windows and a gas 
heater burning full blast testified to the 
cause of death. They had suffocated. 

The house of death was the product 
o: the father’s own hands, and they had 
but recently moved into two rooms of 
the unfinished home constructed of con- 
crete blocks on a cement floor. Father 
and mother felt safe in a home of their 
own that last night they put their little 
brood to bed. With every block laid on 
the walls that rose to make the home, 
they had built a dream for the future, 
when Joseph and John, and Helen and 
Mary Ann, all yet too young for school, 
would grow and blossom into the young 
men and young women they could be 
proud of and enjoy. Years stretched out 
before them. The house must be sturdy. 
The forty acres of the ranch would pro- 
vide space and work and livlihood. Life 
was beginning for another American 
family. But it was all over long before 
the neighbors found them and the cor- 
oner was called. 

It might be said that in one sense he 
built too well (for a crack or other open 
place would have saved their lives); he 
neglected to put in air vents. Though 
that father meant well, he was sincerely 
and tragically wrong. 

How like so many people who in mak- 
ing provision for the things they feel 
they need, neglect the more important 
details to preserve the lives they cherish. 
Feeling that all of life is before them, 
they live in today’s circumstances un- 
aware of the serious omission in their 
life structure. Victuals and vitamins are 
important for their young, but too often 
they think religion can be optional. Some 
build strong the walls of material se- 
curity on a foundation of popularity, the 
while forgetting they have souls to train 
and characters to mold. They see they 
have reading, writing, and ’rithmetic, 
but forget about religion, redemption, 
and righteousness. An unanswered ques- 
tion in the Bible still remains: “How 
shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation? (Heb. 2:3). And there’s an- 
other: “What shall it profit a man if he 
vain the whole world and lose his own 
soul?” (Mark 8:36). 

Our Redeemer Lord concluded the 
Sermon on the Mount with instruction 
on how to build a house—the house of 
acceptable Christian living. With the 
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scalpel of keen penetration. He lays bare 
the motives and examines the heart, and 
puis evervone who's ever heard His gos- 
»-] into one of two classes: “Whosoever 
heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them” and “every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not.” 
He told of two houses built to the 
same specifications and subjected to the 
same test. One builder, not careful of 
the hidden part, had built upon the sand. 
He was credited with building as much 
as the wise men, but when the storm 
came, he lost the good that he had done, 
for his house fell, and great was the 
crash of it. 


This parallels the preceding lesson, 
that not everyone who calls “Lord, Lord,” 
shall enter the kingdom of heaven, even 
though he can list some great accom- 
»lishments in Christ’s name. Only what 
the eye can see in either house or man 
is insufficient. There’s need for some- 
thing more to stand the strain of pres- 
sure when fair weather days are over 
end the storm has come to test. As 
stands the well built house on solid 
rock when flood and fury blast, so 
abides the man who builds his life unon 
the Word of God — with obedience to 
its teaching. as well as in acceptance of 
its proffered blessings. Saas

) realm of the material some things are 
impossible. It is impossible, for example, 


‘for two material bodies to occupy the 
“same space at the same time. We may 
and we ought to project this law of har- 
‘mony into the realm of the spiritual. 


Much harm has been done the cause 
of religion by assuming that the spiritual 


’ world is lawless. There is a law of se- 
P quence in spiritual things as in material; 
_ some things are impossible in the spirit- 


ual realm. In our text we are brought 
face to face with one of these impossi- 


1 bilities: “It was not possible that He 
* should be holden of it.” It was an im- 
} possibility for Jesus not to rise from the 


dead. There would have been a viola- 
tion of the natural sequence of things 


| if he had not risen. 


This is contrary to the usual thought 


with reference to the resurrection. Men 
say that the resurrection of Jesus Christ 


was impossible, because such a resurrec- 


~ tion would be a violation of the law of 


natural sequence, which is universal in 
its sweep. Even Christian people have 
been accustomed to look upon the resur- 
rection as the most stupendous violation 
of natural sequence. This inspired de- 
claration of Peter reveals that we have 
been jooking at the resurrection in the 
wrong light in thus viewing it. “It was 
not possible that He should be holden 
of it.” It would have been a violation of 
the nature of things if He had not risen. 
Ilis death was a miracle; it was quite im- 
possible that it should be a perpetuated 
miracle. Instead of the resurrection be- 
ing a violent break in the order of na- 
ture, it was the restoration of the order 
of nature. I use the word natural here 
not as antithetical to the spiritual. The 
true antithesis of the spiritual is the 
material or the physical. Neither do I 
use the word natural in antithesis to the 
supernatural. I use the word natural here 
in antithesis to the disorderly, the in- 
harmonious, the incongruous. For Jesus 
Christ not to have risen from the dead 
would have been inharmonious, disor- 
derly, incongruous, a violent break in 
the law of natural sequence. 
This declaration of Peter in his Pen- 


tecostal sermon is not the only passage 
which presents this view of Christ's

resurrection. In the various passages in 
the Gospel narrative referring to this 
subject, His resurrection is usually spo- 
ken of as an imperious necessity. In the 
visit of the two disciples to the sepul- 
cher on the first Easter morning, when 
John also entered the tomb, this is the 
record which he gives of his experience: 
“And he saw and believed. For as yet 
they knew not the Scripture that He 
must rise from the dead. This necessity 
was not understood by the disciples until 
after the event. After these centuries of 
Christian history we ought to be able to 
see even more clearly than they the re- 
lation of events to the demands of spirit- 
ual law. It will help us to see the full 
meaning of this declaration of the nat- 
uralness of Christ’s resurrection, to note 
the contradictions involved in His being 
held under the power of death. 


1. For Jesus not to have risen would 
have been a contradiction of His char- 
acter. By the word character here is not 
meant the moral quality of His being 
but the expression of what He really is. 
in His very nature. It is agreed thai 
John’s Gospel gives us the deepest in- 
sight into the very nature of Jesus. His 
Gospel is not so much occupied with 
external incidents as with internal reali- 
ties. In the presentation of that inner 
nature he uses certain words more fre- 
quently than others. One of the favorite 
words is life, one of the keynotes of this 
Gospel. “In Him was life, and the life 
was the light of men.” “The Father hath 
life in Himself: so hath He given to the 
Son to have life in Himself.” “I am the 
bread of life.” “I am come that they 
might have life.” And then the thrilling 


statement He made as He talked with 
Martha about death: “I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life.” If these passages are 
a true statement of His nature, then to 
associate Jesus permanently with death 
is a contradiction. So though for a time 
He came under the power of death, it 
was not possible for Him to be holden 
of it. There is a hint of this thought in 
Peter’s second recorded sermon after 
the resurrection. Speaking to his Jewish 
countrymen, he said: “Ye denied the 
holy and righteous one... and killed 
the prince (author) of life, whom God 
raised from the death.” How could it be 
possible for the Author of Life, who had 
life in Himself, an underived life, to 
come permanently under the dominion 
of deathP We must either deny these 
statements which make the person of 
jesus and life synoymous, or admit the 
naturalness of the resurrection. 


Advancing from the inherent life of 
Jesus to the manifestation of that life in 
moral quality, we see a contradiction 
between that moral quality and perma- 
nent death. The supreme moral quality 
of Jesus was holiness. Holiness is more 
than sinlessness; it is sinlessness plus 
wholeness. Physical corruption is allied 
‘vith moral corruption. It is logically in- 
conceivable that a person who is both 
sinless and absolutely pure should be 
allied with physical corruption. This is 
the thought which Peter immediately 
proceeds to develop. “It was not possible 
for Him to be holden of it. For David 
speaketh concerning Him... . neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption.” 


If.For Jesus not to have risen would 
have been a contradiction of His con- 
duct. During His entire ministry He 
claimed and manifested complete power 
over the forces of life. This power was 
manifested in His miracles of healing. 
He loosed the tongue of the dumb, un- 
stopped the ears of the deaf, and opened 
the eyes of the blind. He brought new 
vigor to palsied limbs. He stood in the 
house of Jairus and by a simple word 
restored her to life who was dead. At 
Nain He stopped those who were bear- 
ing the dead body, and with the voice 
of authority said, “Young man, I say 
unto thee, Arise.” And he that was dead 
sat up and began to speak. He stood by 
the grave at Bethany and called with 
a loud voice, “Lazarus, come forth.” 
Would it not be an incongruous thing 
for one who thus commanded disease 
and death itself to be permanently held 
by death? When we bear in mind that 
this power was a part of His very nature, 
inherent and immutable, then we can 
see how it was not possible for Him to 
be holden of death. 


Ill. For Jesus not to have risen would 
have been a contradiction of His com- 
mission, He came that men might have 
life and that they might have it abund- 
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antly. “I am the bread of life’—the sus- 
tenance. But how could He permanently 
impart life to others if He remained un- 
der the power of death? He came that 
He might bring life and immortality to 
light in the gospel. But how could He 
bring any real revelation of immortality 
if He gave no personal evidence of im- 
mortality He came that He might de- 
stroy him that had the power of death. 
But how could He destroy him that had 
the power of death if He were destroyed 
by death? He came to make a propitia- 
tion for the sins of the whole world. But 
how could that expiation avail if He 
were permanently subject to death, 
which is the result of sin? For Him to 
have remained under the power of 
death would have been to have no seal 
upon the efficacy of His life work. His 


resurrection is the consummation of His 
commission. It was the Father's bene- 


diction upon the Saviour’s finished work. 
As Matheson has beautifully said: “Eas- 
ter morning was the Fathers audible 
Amen to the work of Jesus.” 


The resurrection of Jesus was, there- 
fore, in entire harmony with His char- 
acter, His conduct, and His divine com- 
mission. It was not the resurrection 
which gave Him glory. It was His glory 
which caused the resurrection. It was 
not immortality conferred, but immor- 
tality emerging into view. It was the 
manifestation of inherent life. The basis 
of our belief in the resurrection to come 
is the resurrection already realized in 
Jesus Christ.

The New Creature in Christ is manifest in . . . 


Holiness

“And be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind; And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteous- 
ness and true holiness.”—Eph. 4:23, 24. 


The spirit of God which now dwells 
within us and which quickened us unto 
a new creature in Christ, created us 
anew in righteousness and true holiness. 
The seed of life implanted in the womb 
of Mary by the Holy Spirit brought 
forth fruit in the form of a new creature, 
a holy child, the Christ. Just so does the 
seed of life, the Word of God, implanted 
in our hearts by the Holy Spirit bear 
iruit in the form of a new creature, a 
new creature in Christ; for He is born 
within in righteousness and true holiness. 
Therefore, just as Christ, born in holi- 
ness began to grow and mature, grow- 
ing in stature and in favor with God and 
man, we too who are born of the seed 
implanted by the Holy Spirit are ex- 
pected by God to grow and mature in 
holiness and righteousness even as did 
our Lord and Saviour, for we too are 
created in holiness. 


Let us be impressed with the fact that 
the born-again person, the new creature 
in Christ, was created, born, formed and 
molded with holiness and righteousness 
as a part of his nature. Holiness and 
righteousness do not grow as fruit in 
our lives; holiness and righteousness are 
fundamental parts of our spiritual being 
which mature as we mature and grow 
as we grow. The fruit of the Spirit is to 
the redeemed person as the apple is to 
the apple tree, while holiness in the life 
of the Christian might be considered as 
a parallel to the sap of the apple tree. 
The difference is evident in that whereas 
the fruit is enjoyed, is seen, is appre- 
ciated and brings life, the sap supplies 
the tree with stamina, endurance, and 
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the power to grow the fruit. 

Holiness is not a dogma or doctrine 
for which to contend or argue about, for 
holiness is inbred in our nature. The life 
o: holiness is so clearly defined in the 
Scriptures that it defies controversy. We 
as Christians do not find ourselves in 
the position where we can either be liv- 
ing in holiness or refuse to live in holi- 
ness as we please. Holiness is an abso- 
lute requirement of our God. We dare 
not question whether we need salvation 
in the face of the Scriptures that say 
“Ye must be born again.” (John 3:8). 
We do not question the necessity of a 
Spirit-filled life in the face of the quo- 
tations such as, “Be filled with the 
Spirit” (Eph. 5:18), and “They were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” (Acts 2:4). 
Neither can we refuse the Holy walk 
before God in the light of “According as 
He hath chosen us in Him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should 
be holy and without blame before Him 
in love.” (Eph. 1:4). Therefore, if holi- 
ness in the life is not an alternative, but 
a necessity, let us find out exactly what 
holiness means and how we may live in 
more holiness day by day. 


The word holy means “pertaining to 
holiness, morally excellent, of highest 
spiritual purity, consecrated, hallowed.” 
The word of God bears out these dic- 
tionary definitions literally in many 
places through both the Old and New 
Testaments. (For example: Eph. 1:4, 
Rom." 12:1; Gen) 17alss Hebe 12: 14and 
others.) What responsibility becomes 
ours when we learn that holiness means 
all these things and that when we be- 
come as God wants us we find purity 
stamped over every phase of our exis- 
tence, our talk is pure, our associations 


are godly, our friendships are in Christ, 
our work is merely a means of paying 
expenses so that we might glorify God 
lo a greater extent; while our study of 
the Word, our prayer times, and our op- 
portunities for witnessing for the Mas- 
ier have become a haven of rest from 
the cares of this sin-cursed world. 


If God expects perfection, who are we 
to question the omniscience of our 
Maker and God? If God looks for holi- 
ness, it is for us to strive toward purity 
and for our God to give the power in 
life to be pure. If God requires perfec- 
tion, it is tor us to strive toward perfec- 
tion. Recall the occasion in Bible history 
when God appeared to an old man, Abra- 
ham, who was ninety-nine years old, and 
gave him this message: “I am the Al- 
mighty God; walk before Me and be 
trou perfect.” (Gen. 17:1). This, God 
spake to a godly old man who had so 
believed that he leit his home, his loved 
ones, the security of friendships that he 
inight follow God. In spite of his definite 
faith in God, in spite of a daily com- 
munion with God, Abraham was called 
upon at the age of ninety-nine to make 
more sacrifices, to live even more cir- 
cumspectly, and to consecrate more 
fully. Was this for lip worship, for a 
form of godliness? No. God demanded 
perfection. Let us observe that God is 
pleased with nothing save absolute holli- 
ness, and, having yielded, let us profit 
withal. 


In the life of holiness led by the new 
creature in Christ, we find holiness as 
tne direct enemy of sin. Holiness, being 
an endowment of God at the time of our 
new birth must be an opposite from. sin, 
which is a natural endowment of the 
physical, natural man. As mentioned in 
Romans 8:5, 9, the spiritual and natural 
natures of man have no part one with 
the other. Therefore, if holiness is the 
enemy of sin and is a God-given virtue, 
it follows that we must, in order to re- 
tain a God-given virtue in our lives, dis- 
miss sin entirely and cleave to holiness 
as the will of God for our lives. It has 
been said that all sin does in our lives is 
to separate us from the love of God. If 
we cleave to sin, therefore, we are sub- 
jecting ourselves to a life outside His 
matchless love and outside the contact 
of His convicting and abiding Holy 
Spirit. When this is considered, it is 
understood that any sin, large or small 
in our own sight, is measured in separa- 
tion in God’s sight. What difference is 
it if we miss a train one minute or one 
hour? In either case we are left. Like- 
wise whether we miss His will by a 
small sin or large sin (as we choose to 
think of sin) let us remember that in 
the judgment we shall not receive the 
reward of the righteous.

Stamp Will Honor Bible 


To commemorate the 500th anniver- 
sary of the printing of the Gutenberg 
Bible, the Post Office Department will 
issue a special stamp. Between 1450 and 
1455 the first book ever to be printed by 
movable type was published by Johannes 
Gutenberg in Mainz, Germany. This in- 
novation in the printing process heralded 
the beginning of the widespread influ- 
ence of the printed page and its great 
part in the dissemination of knowledge 
in every field of learning. While Chris- 
tians may well be glad to see the Bible 
honored by the stamp issue, it is to be 
remembered that the new stamp is de- 
signed primarily to honor the wonder- 
fully improved printing method inaug- 
urated 500 years ago. 


May Try Again 

Opinion is generally expressed that 
we will probably not hear much for a 
while about the proposed ambassador to 
the Vatican. With the withdrawl of Gen- 
eral Mark Clark as candidate for the 
post, the President is not expected to 
press the matter further at the present 
time, considering the mass of protests 
filed with members of Congress by their 
constituents at home to build up a hur- 
dle for the consummation of the ar- 
rangement. However, there are those 
who expect that to save face Mr. Tru- 
man will appoint at least a personal 
representative. While the mails are still 
operating and the telegraph companies 
doing business, there is nothing to stop 
another wave of expressed opposition. 
If everyone awake to the implication of 
this partiality to any one certain church 
will get in the act, the tide can rise still 
higher than the last level of expressed 
indignation. 


Ancther Open Door 


In discouraging applications of Amer- 
ican citizens “desiring to go to Formosa 
for any purpose,” the State Department, 
so a spokesman said, considered the 
food and housing situation, as well as 
the danger of military operations. Im- 
proved living conditions and the appar- 
ent lessening of war tensions have modi- 
fied the position of the Department, 
which is now granting a limited num- 
ber of permits to travel in the island 
stronghold of Nationalist China. 


Can't Leave God Out of 
History of Man 

A 3,000,000-word “History of Man- 
kind” written by 1,000 “world scholars” 
is to be published under the sponsorship 
of the United Nations Education, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization. Evan- 
gelical Bible scholars have expressed 
concern over the fact that the outline of 


the work, six volumes in all, does not 
include a single reference to “God, 
Christ or Christianity.” When the ab- 
sence of a reference to Christianity was 
brought to the attention of Dr. Ralph 
E. Turner, professor of history at Yale 
University, and the chairman of the 
editorial committee, he answered that 
although he had used the term “Chris- 
tian Culture” in his own work “The 
Great Cultural Traditions,” it “seemed 
best” not to use the term in planning the 
“History of Mankind.” However, he add- 
ed that Christian Culture will be treat- 
ed in different parts of every volume 
except the first one. 


Chapel In Capitol 


The Billy Graham meetings in Wash- 
ington, D.C., are credited with the in- 
fluence that produced a move for a 
chapel for the Nation’s law makers. 


The chapel, located just off the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol, for the executive 
use of the members of Congress will be 
established if a resolution introduced in 
both the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives is passed. It is planned that 
it be equipped with altars suitable for 
each of the major religious faiths. A joint 
statement issued by the resolution’s 
sponsors, Rep. Brooks Hays of Arkan- 
sas and Senator A. S. Monroney of 
Oklahoma, include the following: 


“We believe that there is a long-felt 
need among members of Congress for 
a convenient place in the Capitol where 
they might retire for prayer, and that in 
keeping with the American principles of 
complete freedom of worship, each 
might find in the chapel facilities for 
expressing his religious faith.

Fiji Islands Borsts 


(Brother and Sister Lawrence Borst, 
now on furlough, have been missionaries 
in Suva, Fiji, for over twenty years.) 

We wish to inform you about the ter- 
rific hurricane that swept Suva on Mon- 
day, January 28. We were attending the 
District Council in San Francisco at the 
time, and when we heard about it we 
immediately sent a cable to our relief 
missionaries there, asking for informa- 
tion by return cable. Four days later we 
received an answer, telling us of minor 
damage. However, we were to receive 
worse news. 

The hurricane struck the northwestern 
corner of the island and then moved 
down the east coast, seeming to reserve 
a special burst of fury for Suva. It left 
a broad trail of appalling destruction 
through the island. At its peak, the ve- 
locity of the blow at Suva was about 
150 miles per hour, officially conceded 
to be a conservative estimate. 

Our church building received minor 
damage, but our house had to stand the 
full blast of the hurricane. Situated on 
a hill one mile out of Suva, the back 
of the house faced the tremendous im- 
pact of the storm; so it is a miracle that 
it still stands. About one fourth of the 
roofing blew off. Four windows and 
frames, ceiling and wallboard of one 
room were destroyed. Two doors were 
biown off and broken up. One corner 
of the house was shifted, part of the 
foundation destroyed by a big tree be- 
ing uprooted. Porch railings, gutters 
and other trimmings were blown off. The 
whole house was soaked with the rain 
on the inside. The main floor of the 
house was swept by the fury of the hur- 
ricane as it broke through the doors and 
windows, carrying many things out of 
the house by the force of the wind. 

Just now, as we compute our needs, 
such as printing press and Hindi type, 


the Superintendent's Assistant you will 
find an opening worship service theme 
worked out in detail for each Sunday of 
tho loyalty campaign.

Word came to us that Clifton Ericson 
would be in Valdivia to begin special 
service on February 9. Up to five days 
prior to the beginning date every at- 
tempt to secure a municipal building 
was thwarted because in these very days 
Valdivia was celebrating her 400th an- 
niversary as a city. God softened the 
heart ot a theatre owner to rent us the 
second largest theatre in the city; so we 
were encouraged. The nightly rental was 
reduced from $40 (American money ) to 
$25. According to U. S. economy this 
would seem nothing, but here in Chile 
this is the equivalent of three weeks 
labor for a skilled carpenter. Our total 
church offerings for a month average 
$25; so you see that to contract a daily 
debt such as this was quite an under- 
taking. But God saw us through. 

From the very first night, God began 
to manifest His power and glory. Many 
definite visible miracles of healing took 
place and souls were added to the King- 
dom. Ail day a constant stream of al- 
flicted souls kept knocking at our door 
seeking the “wise man,” the “doctor,” 
the “healer.” Some said, “I know the 
Virgin will heal me.” So, seeing what 
had to be done, we began afternoon in- 
struction classes to teach those who 
wanted healing. They were pointed first 
to the One Who heals from the leprosy 
ot sin. They were given a card to pre- 
sent in the evening service. Only eter- 
iuuity will reveal the good done by the 
sacrificial ministry of Brother Erickson. 
We are inspired to believe God ior 
greater things, and now in practiciliv 
all our services folks come to be prayed 
for and God continues to deliver and to 
heal the oppressed. 

The day after the Ericksons and the 
John Jacksons returned to Santiago, our 
iong-expected equipment arrived froin 
Valparaiso—refrigerator, two stoves, and 
washing machine. However, our joy was 
soon turned to mourning when we open- 
ed the crates and discovered that every- 
thing had been stolen. This included our 
sheets, bedding, toaster, wafHe iron, sev- 
eral pairs of shoes, larger size clothing

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Summary of the Year’s Work for the WMC 


A great forward step was taken for 
the Women’s Missionary Council in the 


past year in the appointment of a Na- 
tional WMC Secretary by the executive 
brethren at Springfield. The work has 
grown until it is necessary that we have 
a co-ordinator in order that there will 
not be duplications and that fair distri- 
bution can be made. 


There were the usual number of sec- 
tional and local WMC rallies during the 
year, but something unusual, which has 
proved successful in creating interest 
for WMC and the missionaries, is the 
combined sectional rally and missionary 
convention. Three of these were held: 
the first at Reno, Nevada, the WMC sec- 
tional rally being held the day following 
the sectional fellowship meeting, with 
the evening service and two full days 
of missionary meetings; the second was 
held at Calvary Church, San Jose, the 
first day a sectional rally and the even- 
ing service, and the following day mis- 
sionary meetings; the third was held at 
the First Assembly of God in Santa 
Cruz, WMC sectional rally in the morn- 
ing and afternoon services, with a mis- 
sionary meeting that night. The local 
groups gave reports of work done, proj- 
ects planned, and exchanged ideas, dis- 
played handwork and gave gift showers 
to the missionaries. There were mission- 
ary speakers at each service, with the 
offerings taken at the missionary meet- 
ings going entirely to the missionaries; 
while those taken at the WMC services 
were divided according to the instruc- 
tions in the bylaws. A number of such 
conventions are being planned for the 
coming year. We trust every section in 
the District will have at least one. 


All of our 100 groups contributed in 
our Christmas project of remembering 
our home missionaries and Christian 
workers in the smaller churches, Indian 
Sunday school children, missionaries 
and missionary children, and orphans in 
the various orphanages at home and 


abroad. 


The Secretary-Treasurer, Marion Min- 
ogue, reports that $1,007.74 went through 
the District fund this past year, a great 
gain over previous years. This is due 
to the good cooperation of many in 
sending one-fourth of rally offerings and 
the tithe of local offerings for our Dis- 
trict fund. We spent $29.33 more during 
the year than came in, but at the be- 
ginning of the year the cash on hand was 
$228.20, so at the close of the year there 
was $199.23 in the bank. 


Work done by the WMC for the year, 
as gleaned from the report blanks, is as 
follows: distribution of Christian litera- 
ture, seven boxes, 88 pounds and 21,234 
pieces. (Some groups diligently keep 
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records, others do not); 11,210 hospital, 
sick and house-to-house calls, 301 boxes 
sent to foreign missionaries, and offer- 
ings amounting to $1,719.07; 176 boxes 
to home missionaries, and offerings of 
$1,139.44; for church and community, 
$798.64 and 221 boxes; relief to Korea 
and flood areas, 221 boxes, 2249 pounds 
and food valued at $334.00; 1,117 quarts 
of fruit and vegetables canned for mis- 
sionaries and G.T.B.L., 31 pints of grape 
juice for home missionaries; 301 quilts 
were made, 11 baby quilts and 64 lay- 
cttes; 20 boxes were sent to orphanages 
and children’s homes in Alaska, India, 
“pt and our National Children’s 
Home, 1118 garments, towels, quilts, 
dolls, nuts, candy and cookies, also $220 
support for orphans from one group, $5 
» month for an orphan in Egypt, offering 
for orphanage in India. One group alone 
sent offerings amounting to $291.25 to 
foreign missionaries. $35 to home mis- 
sonaries and gave $119 to foreign and 
home missionaries who visited their 
eroup and spoke for them. Another 
sronn eave 60 one-pound boxes of candy 
and cookies to service men and to rest 
homes, and hospitals. One proiect is 
paving $449.67 for a church carpet. The 
women in one group take turns cleaning 
the church, and the money vreviouslv 
naid to the janitor coes into their fund. 
The Woodland WMC had a “Dollar 
Partv” which vielded $26 for their fund. 
They sold Christmas cards which netted 
them $14.76, and “Sunshine Bags” net- 


ted $22.54, 


Some of the special thines accom- 
plished durine the year include $100 
given toward the heating system for the 
Juneau, Alaska Children’s Home, two 
new Sunbeam toasters for the Pinellas 
Park Home in Florida, paint for a home 
missions parsonage, a washing machine 
for a home missionary, silver for a mis- 
sionary, material for graduation robes 
for Glad Tidings Bible School in Peru, 
and over $100 for draperies for the 
G.T.B.I. reception room in the dorm 
and draperies for the front of the Beth- 
any Park Chapel. There were a number 
of sectional projects. also, which in- 
clude $300 given by South San Joaquin 
toward a deep freeze-refrigerator com- 
bination for Brother and Sister Lawrence 
Borst, Fiji; a long-short wave radio by 
North Bay for Sister Eileen Edwards, 
India; a missionary food shower, “Pack- 
a-Drum” project by Lake and Mendo- 
cino; and East Bav comouletely furnished 
a guest room at G.T.B.I. to the amount 
of $230. A number of groups canned 
fruits and tomatoes. Several groups are 
investing in commercial canners_ this 
vear so they will have cans of fruit for 
the missionaries. Cereals, package mixes, 


flours, ete., can be canned for those go- 
ing into warm countries.

I wondered if Saaga, 
the baker and stevedore boss, felt as I 
felt. It was certainly a most wonderful 
day. This is what we had been working 
together for, and now Happy Valley 
Christian School was open. 
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Revival Fires Burn 
at GLAD TIDINGS 
BIBLE INSTITUTE 


Revival fires are burning at Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute. Not only at this 
present writing, but from the very start 
of the school year, there has been a true 
spirit of revival, Revival did not mani- 
fest itself in the manner that one is ac- 
customed to in Bible schools; that is, 
the Spirit of God usually falls soon af-

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No one is born a Christian, but he is . . . 
Born Again A Christian

Too frequently today people look upon 
Christianity as a matter of church mem- 
bership or mere intellectual acceptance 
of some dogma or creed. Their attitude 
is typified by the response of a certain 
man who, when I asked if he were a 
Christian, replied, “Of course. What do 
you think I am, a Hotentot? I’ll have you 
know that I was born in these United 
States.” 


It is a real privilege to have been born 
in the United States, but when it comes 
to the matter of Christianity the ques- 
tion is not, “Were you born in the Unit- 
ed States?” but, “Have you been born 
again? It is not so much a question of 
doctrine, dogma or creed, but of per- 
sonal experience with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. When Nicodemus came to Jesus 
enquiring the way of eternal life Jesus 
did not tell him to put his membership 
in the First Apostolic Church of Jerusa- 
lem, or to subscribe to the creed of the 
Pharisees, or to memorize the five books 
of Moses. Instead, He said simply, “Ye 
must be born again.” 


Some years ago when I was minister- 
ing as a visiting evangelist in the deep 
south, and had preached a sermon along 
these lines, a lady of evident culture and 
wealth said, “Now, that kind of sermon 
is all right for the underprivileged peo- 
ple of the lower classes, but it really 
doesn’t apply to me.” “You don’t seem 
to realize,’ she said, “that some of us 
are religious people with generations of 
church membership behind us. Why, my 
great grandfather was one of the found- 
ers of my church, and our family has 
had its membership there ever since.” 
“You don’t need to preach to us about 
the new birth,” she said; “save that for 
the people of the slums.” 


1 was happy to be able to point her 
to the fact that while the Bible contains 
a message for the people who are down 
and out and who in desperation appeal 
to the Lord for help, that it was to a 
person of just her kind that Jesus had 
said, “Your own background, your cul- 
ture, your intellectual grasp of spiritual 
truth is not enough.” “You must be born 
again.’ The man to whom Jesus made 
this statement was a ruler among the 
Jews, a member of one of the strictest 
of religious orders, and looked upon as 
a teacher of the way of life. Jesus saw 
that he needed to experience what he 


l ght. 


This has always been one of the basic 
principles of Christianity, not simply 
knowing about Christ but experiencing 
fellowship with Him—and living Christ. 
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This was the way the early church lived. 
And they lived with great joy because 
they walked constantly in fellowship 


with the resurrected Lord. This is the 
way the church of Jesus Christ has lived 
ever since wherever and whenever it 
has accomplished anything in this world. 
Oh, not all denominations have lived 
that way, but true Christians have lived 
in this experience. 


This is the way irue Christian experi- 
ence begins. I shall never forget, a num- 
ber of years ago when I was a_young 
Christian playing as a professional mu- 
sician. One of my musician friends came 
to church, and heard this kind of gospei. 
He experienced the kind of meeting that 
results when this gospel is preached. At 
the close of the service he was asked, 
“Would you like to be a Christian like 
this?” He didn’t speak much English, 
but he said, “Yes, I would.” And so we 
said, “You ask the Lord to accept you, 
and you can be this kind of Christian.” 
He replied, “But how shall I do it. I 
don't know how. I have never prayed 
in my life.” We said to him, “Well, aren't 
you sorry for the kind of life you have 
lived up to now?” He said, “Yes, if I 
could live a life with the joy that you 
have I would gladly exchange it for my 
own. And so we said, “Tell that to 
Jesus.” Then in his own broken English 
he said something like this—over and 
over again he said it, for he didn’t know 
what else to say—‘Tesu penitant;” “Jesus, 
I'm sorry; Jesus, Im sorry; Jesus, I’m 
sorry.” And then, without our telling him 
what should happen next we saw a sud- 
den change in his countenance, and he 
jumped to his feet and fairly shouted, 
“Gloria, gloria. Something has happened 
to me, gloria.” He had found the joy of 
salvation. 


And I want to say to all that this is 
not only the way Christian experience 
begins, it is the way we should live it 
every day of our lives, for we are prom- 
ised that “with joy shall ye draw water 
from the wells of salvation”’—not only 
at the moment of the new birth, but as 
we walk day by day with our Lord.
